Tolland  County,  toi-n  of  I'ansfield  taking  lead  vdth  70  neighborhood  leaders  call- 
ing on  700  families  to  solicit  scrap  and  make  arrangements  to  have  it  delivered 
at  dumps  or  caLled  for  by  pick-up  crevs. 


Two- thirds  of  unusually  heavy  kclntosh  apple  crop  saved  through  efforts  of 
volunteer  pickers  recruited  from  tovns,  cities,  schools,  colleges,  and  factor- 
ies. Facultjr  members  and  stn’dents  of  imiversity  picked  3,875  bushe].s.  Thirty 
Yale  students  gave  up  vreek's  vacation  for  full-time  orchard  v/ork.  Uesleyan 
students  excused  from  physical-educa.tion  classes  to  v;ork  as  pickers.  Students 
of  one  high  school  in  Southington  picked  between  9,000  and  10,000  bushels. 
Bald-vin  harvest  now  beginning,  and  apueals  will  again  be  made  for  assistance 
to  growers. 

Working  on  ulans  for  fire-prevention  ed.ucational  campaign,  starting  with  Fire 
Prevention  Week  and  continuing  thereafter.  Work  vUl  be  organized  to  supple- 
ment program  of  the  State  Defense  Council.  'Work  will  probably  be  on  neighbor- 
hood level  i\rhere  small  groups  of  families  may  be  stimulated  to  take  account  of 
their  neighborhood  fire  hazards  and  facilities  for  fighting  fire.  Also  an 
opportunit;/  to  expand  organization  of  4-H  Club  fire-fighting  crews  to  fill  gaps 
in  the  forest  fire-fighting  service. 

Arrangements  being  made  for  State-wide  garden  conference,  to  be  held  in  January, 
to  work  out  coordinated  program  for  home  gardens  in  1943.  Federated  Garden 
Cltibs,  Connecticut  Vegetable  Growers’  Association,  Connecticut  Forest  and  Park 
Association,  schools,  and  other  interested  agencies,  cooperating.

Emplo'^.'ment  Service,'  ken  neighborhood,  leaders  making  survey  of-  prod.uction 
trends  in  their  neighborhood-s  and 'reporting  farms  th-at  are  likely  to  be  idle 
or  curtailed  in  production  next  spring.  Results  to  be  tabulated  at  university. 
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Oil  and  nrotein  needs  for  war  fiirtliered  ok  flax- improvement  program  planned 
for  25  leading  flax  counties.  Three- gear  plan  set  up,  under  which  farmers  co- 
operate in  flaxseed  cleaning,  control  of  weeds,  and  experim.ents  to  comhat  rust.

Organized  district  cooperative  feeder  and  stocker  cattle  sales  held,  at  seven 
points  in  State,  at  which  5,121  head,  of  cattle  were  sold,  for  a total  of  p107,148.

In  two  counties  large  plan- 
tation .d".mers.  have  employed  a full-time  Negro  horticxiltnrist  to  work  with  Negro 
tenants  in  production  and  preservation  of  food,  and  have  supplied  jars  and 
"built  and  equipped  a community  canning  center, 

NjJW  YORK  (Octo"ber  15),- — during  September,  796"  local  • leaders  worked  vdth  four 
f oods-and- nutrition  specialists  at  47  training  schools.  Foods  and  nutrition 
classes  attended  'by  6,994  homemakers.  All  programjs  emphasized  the  packed  lunch 
as  part  of  daily  food  planning,  food  "buying,  and  m'eal  planning  to  cooperate 
with  shortages  and.  rationed  foods;  how  to  render,  clarify,  and  use  cooking  fats 
that  might  otherwise  be  throm  away. 

In  Suffolk  County  a trailer  exhibit,  parked  on  the  main  streets  of  important 
centers,  was  used  to  spread,  information  on  f ood.  preserva.tion.  Exhibit,  based 
• on  daily  food  guide  and  minimun  amounts  of  food  needed  to  be  stored- for  one 
person  for  1 year.  Contained:  Kome-7-m.ade  top-of-the-stove  dryer;  sample  stor- 
age box;  equipment  for  brining,  pressure-cooker,  And  boiling- v/ater  bath  can- 
ning; examples  of  canned,  dried,  brined,  and  stored  foods.  Leaflets  on  food 
.preservation  given  away.  Ap^^roximlately  500  people  visited  ex.hibit  in  a single 
’•reek. 

Canteen  training  school  held  at  the  college  attended,  by  70  home-economics  teach- 
ers, homemakers,  dietitians,  and  home  demonstration  agents.  Designed  to  in- 
struct these  persons  so  that  they  may  teach  others  in  their  localities  to  pre- 
pare and  manage  .mass-feeding  activities.  Program  included  meal  planning,  food 
purchasing,  organization  of  workers,  quantity  food  production  and  service, 
kitchen  housekeeping  and  sanitation,  as  well  as  coordination  of  teaching  meth- 
ods and  subject  matter  adapted  to  group-feeding  course. 

Training  schools  on  furnitixre  repair  and  remodeling  for  State  leaders,  home 
demonstration  and  club  agents  held,  in  six  regions.  Study  clubs  and  discussion 
groups  20  counties  are  studying  such  topics  as  Safeguarding  the  family  in  war- 
time; Neighborhood  activities  in. wartime;  Children  in 'wartime.  In  one  county, 
fam.ily-life  specialist  developing  course  of  study  for  junior  child-care  aides, 
training  them-  to  care  for  young  children,  thus  freein,g  mothers  for  other  war- 
time activities.. 

Cooperating  vdth  all  agencies  in  effort  to  obtain  necessary  seasonal  help  in 
harvesting  fruits  and  vegetables.  Several  thousand  school  children  have  been 
released  for  not  more  than  15  days  of  farm,  vrork  this  fall.  Figures  not  yet 
available  but  may  easily  be  double  the  19,000  released  in  fall  of  1941.-  Sur- 
ve;r  of  farm  labor  underway  to  be  .used  as  basic  guide  for  next  year's  program. 

Tvp  thop.sand  Victory  Garden  harvest  shovrs  goal  set  by  State  commdttee.  The 
first  one,  held  in  July,  vjas  Outstand.ing  success. 
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^:'rompt  and  vigorous  ac  t i bn : taken  to  aid  and  encourage  poultrymen  vho  are  in. 
Position  to  resuond  to  emergency  poultry-meat  jjrogram.  Information  distributed 
to  poultrymen  giyes.  di-rectdons  for  v..dnter  brooding  and  rearing  of  meat,  birds 
and  other  advice.  Special  notices  sent  to  SOO  hatcher3'Tnen  and  poultry  breed- 
ers', and  to  1,100  feed  dealers  and  manufacturers,  extension  agents,  4-H  Club 
agents,,  and  vocational  agriculture  teachers  vill  participate  in  carrying,  out 
program.. 

NOETIi  pAhO'Ijx  (October  15)  .--Farm-labor  problem  continuing  to  receive  attention, 
ir eluding  assistance  to  farm.s  and  cooperation  with  U.  S.  Employment  Service  in 
locating  and  distributing  workers;  information  to  farms  on  labor  situation  and 
on  maximum  efficient  use  of  eouibrnent  and  facilities;  organization  of  volun- 
teer labor  crev's  in  towns  for  work  on  farms.  Neighborhood  leaders  served  as 
key  representatives  in  bringing  information  to  farms  and  in  obtaining  data  to 
gxi.ide  l.abor  r)rogram.  Leaders  also  served  in  getting  out  information  relative 
m.achinery  priorities  organization  each  county  in  cooueration  with  USDA  bar 
Boards.  System,  for  ratioring  set  up,  vdth  committees  made  uu  of  war-board 
chadrman  and,  t’-o  farm.ers. 

Victory  Garden  emnhasis  shifted  to  storage  and  preservation  all  products,  coup- 
led with  home-economics  information  on  utilization  prod.ucts.  Steps  taken  to 
prepare  for  1S45  garden  drive  of  even  greater  intensit3’’.  Fall  garden  shov;s 
throughout  State  served  ef f ectivel.”’  in  sho’'dng  urgency  of  gard.en  and  food  pro- 
duction. Fruit  plantings  for  further  develo;">ment  of  gardens  emphasized,  vdth 
information  provided. 

Salva.ge  campaigns  continued  ■'•dth  Extension  functioning  to  aid  salvage  groups 
in  getting  results  in  farm  communities. 

Agents,  assisting  in  obtaining  adequate  space  for  storage  1942  grain  crops.  Se- 
lection of  tin  sites,  construction  problems,  etc.,  receiving  attention.  Agents 
as  secretaries  of  local  Aiwi  comm.ittees  working  closely  in  grains torage  program 
of  CCC.  Information  given  on  handling,  storing,  and.  otherwise,  preserving 
rust-resistant  supplies  of  flaxseed. 

In  cooperation  FCA,  ddstrict  conferences  held  to  train  extension  workers  to 
serve  farmers  m.ore  effectivel.y  with  credit  information.  Subjects  covered: 
Production  credit  and  credit  machinery;  financing  of  farmer  cooperatives; 
real-estate  loans  and  financing;  and.  work  of  Intermediate  Cred.it  Bank.  Con- 
ferences gave  full  consideration  to  war  situation  and  war  production  credit 
problems. 

Fire- prevention  efforts  steiToed.  up  to  meet  fall  hazard  of  grass  fires  to  food 
storages,  farm,  equipment,  and  buildings.  Educational  wor.k  carried  on  in  all 
counties  with  neighborhood  again  serving  effectively.  Publicity  campaign  con- 
ducted to  v.farn  of  fires,  suggest  control  and  protection  m.ethods . 4-H  members 

enrolled  in  campaign.  Special-recognition  cards  prepared  for  club  members 
signed  bj*  governor  and  countersigned  by  agent.  Cooperation  State  highv^ay 
department  enlisted. 

Poultry  work  directed  at  increasing  prodi-uction  and.  improving  quelity.^  Impor- 
tance of  poultry  in  viev^  of  m.eat  ra.tioning  em.phasized.  State-^dde  publicity 
campaign  carried  on,  with  cooperation  State  poultry- improvement  board,  on 
finishing  birds  for  market.  Fosters  and  inf ormation- distributed  State-wide. 
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4-H  annual  achievement  days  used  to  emphasize,  and  display  information  on  war 
programs  including  gardens,  fire  prevention,  I''ood~for-Freedom  work,  etc. 
Homemakers'  achievement  days  used,  same  information. 

OPiI/GOH  (October  l)  .—During  October,  neighborhood  leaders  will  be  trained  for 
their  Ho.  2 job  - farm  transportation,  i' lour  and  bread  enrichm.ent,  and  fat  and 
metal  salvage.  Handbooks  on  these  phasen  have  been  prepared  and  distributed 
to  leaders,  and  central  staff  members  have  visited  each  county  for  purpose 
outlining  the  job  and  organizing  th  the  county  staff  a program,  completely 
setting  up  the  neighborhood-leader  plan  in  the-  county.  Conference  with  State 
coordinator  of  civilian  defense  resiilted  in  understanding  that  Extension, 
throiigh  neighborhood  leaders,  will  carry  va.rious  aspects  of  war-emergency  pub- 
lic services  to  rural  people,  and  work  in  urban  areas  vdll  be  done  throug-h  OCD 
block  plan  of  public  service. 

Cooperating  with  State  salvage  committee,  leaders  are  carrying  out  follow-up 
drive  in  which  every  farm  will  be  surveyed  to  determine  amoijnt  scrap  delivered, 
what  remains  to  be  delivered,  and  v^hen  it  will  be  delivered,  with  a viev^  to 
getting  the  last  piece  of  scrap  delivered  to  scrap  depots. 

Charter  outlining  vnrk  of  county  farm  transportation  committees  prepared  and 
presented  by  extension  economist  at  m.eeting  of  organization  and  agency  repre- 
sentatives including  Grange,  Harm  Bureau,  Motor  Transport  Division  of  ODT, 
public-utilities  commissioners.  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  Bureau  of  Motor 
Carriers,  State  USDA  V/ar  Boards.  Charter  adopted  and  plans  discussed  for 
servicing  county  comm.ittees  to  explain  scope  of  work  and  procedure. 

Extension  prepared  to  participate  in  national  Eire  Control  VJeek  on  State- wide 
basis.  County  agents  will  summ.arize  season's  results  in  news  stories,  radio 
programs,  and  point  to  precautions  to  take  during  winter  months.  A special 
radio  program  organized  in  vrhich  various  cooperating  agencies  in  fire  control 
participated.  Reports  continue  to  come  in  on  results  of  educational  work  on 
rural  fire  control  and  organization  and  training  of  voluntary  rural  fire  crews. 

In  consultation  with  Director  of  Federal  Employment  Service  for  Oregon,  plan 
of  cooperation  developed  for  farm-labor  vrork  during  1943  which  included  main- 
tenance and  servicing  of  county  farm- labor  subcom.mittees  of  county  agricultural 
planning  committees,  each  county;  Compilation  of  data  submitted  by  county 
agents  on  acreage,  volume  of  production  for  va,rious  crops,  and  seasonal  re- 
ports on  time  of  harvest  to  gage  farm-labor  requirements;  general  educational 
work  in  farm-labor  field  with  farmers  and  others. 

Continued  emphasis  on  use  of  v^heat  for  livestock  feeding.  Two  bulletins  on 
subject  in  process  of  preparation,  one  dealing  with  use  of  wheat  in  dairy 
rations,  the  other  on  use  of  wheat  in  feeding  hogs,  beef  cattle,  and  sheep. 

Work  of  home-economics  extension  staff  included  food  preservation  in  canning, 
freezing,  drying,  and  storing;  conduct  of  canteen  classes;  organization  of 
school-lunch  program.  During  September,  workers  in  home  economics  either  held 
or  leaders  trained  by  them  held  622  meetings  attended  by  14,257  persons  in  17 
counties ,

_.;f0i>:IivG  (October  15). — County -agents  in  sugar'-beet  counties  giving  much  tim.e 
to  helping  farm.ers  devise  ways  and  means  of  getting  labor  for  beet  harvest. 

'Joric  includes  getting  applications  from  grovars  and  presenting  them  to  U,  S. 
i^inplojTrient  officials  to  procure  Japanese  la.borers  from  relocation  cam.p  at  Cody; 
helping  organize  jiproups  of  businessmen  to  work  in  fields;  working  vdth  school 
boards  in  arranging  to  close  schools  part  time  so  high-school  boys  and  girls 
can  v/ork  in  fields.  Agents  them.selves  have  gone  into  the  fields  v/ith  groups  of 
businessmen  and  service  clubs  and  topped,  beets.  Efforts  of  local  people  heroic 
and  iiighly  com.m.endable  in  attempting  to  solve  o\m  labor  problems. 

Feighborhood-leader  system  completed  in  tvro  remaining  counties.  Start  made  in 
promoting  increased  bond  sales  through  these  leaders  as  means  of  taking  to 
every  farmer  and  ranchman  necessity  and  obligation-  1-n  thic  unase  of  war  vrork. 

•Extension  specialists  in  home  econom.ics  giving  full  time  to  educational  work 
directlv  related  t;o  ’-ar  effort.  Sleve.a  dem.bnstrations  on  remodeling  and  m.end- 
ing  to  make  garments  last  longer  given  in  six  coimties  by  clothing  specialist, 
and:  repeated  in  their  districts  oj  county  project  leaders.  Hefinishing  of 
furniture'  also  given  attention  to  save  purchasing  nev'.  Activities  of  home- 
m.anagemer.t  specialist  included  discussions  at  county  homemakers'  achievement 
meetings  on  Tnat  Farm  Families  Can  Do  in  the  Vfer  Effort.  Food  and  nutrition 
suecialist  v/orked  to  promote  larger  interest  in  food  production  and  storage 
and  help  fhr.m  women  realize  importa.nce  of  the  vark  they  are  contributing  to 
the  vrar  effort.
